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It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  table  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  deposits  over  1891,  of  $23,493,476.54.  This 
increase  is  the  largest  for  any  year  in  the  history  of  savings 
banks,  except  the  years  1870  and  1871,  when  the  increase  was 
respectively  $23,626,080.90  and  $27,958,980.00.  As  the  fall- 
ing off  in  deposits  was-  justly  attributed  last  year  to  the  bond 
investment  and  endowment  orders,  which  diverted  deposits  from 
savings  banks,  so  the  increase  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  these  organizations  have  gone  into  the  hands  of 
receivers,  and  the  remainder  of  them  are  eking  out  an  unprofit- 
able existence.  It  is  a  fair  inference,  then,  that  the  exposure 
of  the  methods  of  these  orders  by  receivers  has  influenced 
depositors  to  return  to  the  savings  banks. 

The  number  of  open  accounts  is  1,189,936,  an  increase  of 
58,733  over  1891,  giving  an  average  deposit  of  $330.37  to 
each  account. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  deposits  is  206,545,  and  in 
the  amount  deposited  $9,130,099.07,  while  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  withdrawals  is  only  14,941,  and  in  the  amount  with- 
drawn $2,485,302.89. 

The  number  of  deposits  made  during  the  year  is  1,175,295 
and  the  amount  deposited  $82,535,534.15,  an  average  of  $70.23  ; 
while  the  number  of  withdrawals  for  the  same  period  is 
820,138,  and  the  amount  withdrawn  $73,658,237.93,  making 
an  average  of  $89.81. 

A  comparison  of  these  averages  seems  to  indicate,  as  stated 
above,  that  the  small  depositor,  who  was  temporarily  diverted 
from  the  savings  bank  to  patronize  the  endowment  and  bond 
orders,  is  returning  his  money  to  the  savings  institutions. 
This  result  is  very  gratifying,  for  there  is  no  institution  that 
can  care  for  the  savings  of  the  poor  man  with  greater  safety, 
with  more  intelligence  and  so  little  expense,  and  at  the  same 
time  earn  a  greater  return  on  the  deposit  consistent  with 
safety,  than  our  own  savings  institutions.  And  it  is  worthy  of 
note,  in  this  connection,  that,  though  the  assets  of  our  savings 
banks  are  $415,898,159.44,  the  expense  of  investing  and  caring 
for  this  vast  sum  is  only  $936,829.59,  or  less  than  one-quarter 
of  one  per  cent. 
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The  increase  in  the  assets  of  the  banks  daring  the  year  is 
$25,332,192.34,  of  which  the  increase  in  the  amount  invested 
in  public  funds  and  loans  on  real  estate  form  the  larger  part, 
being  respectively  $7,497,285.71  and  $12,127,471.47,  an  ag- 
gregate of  $19,624,757.18. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  bank  stocks  held  by  the 
banks  is  the  largest  in  ten  years,  being  $636,910.41.  A 
large  part  of  this  increase  may  be  attributed  to  the  increase  in 
the  capital  stock  of  the  National  Bank  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  of  the  Lincoln  National  Bank,  both  of  Boston,  the  stock  of 
which  banks  was  held  by  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  Oct.  31, 
1891,  to  the  extent  of  $277,362.25.  At  the  close  of  business 
Oct.  31,  1892,  savings  banks  held  stock  of  these  two  banks 
to  the  amount  of  $589,953.50,  showing  an  increase  of  $312,- 
591.25.  The  remainder  of  the  increase  would  then  be  $324,- 
319.16,  an  amount  less  than  the  average  for  the  preceding 
ten  vears. 

Personal  loans  with  collateral  have  increased  $1,895,878.51. 

Pergonal  loans  without  collateral  have  decreased  $469,708.30. 

The  loans  on  personal  security  have  increased  $1,426,170.21. 
These  figures  indicate  that  in  the  item  of  loans  on  personal 
security  the  banks  are  requiring  that  notes  be  backed  with 
collateral. 

The  increase  or  decrease  in  other  items  of  the  assets  may  be 
determined  by  reference  to  the  table  of  comparative  aggregates 
at  the  end  of  this  volume.

Banks  in  the  Hands  of  Receivers. 

Lancaster  Savings  Bank. 

The  final  decree  of  the  court  in  this  case  was  passed  July  8, 
1892,  ordering  the  receivers  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth  dividends  unpaid  to  the  amount  of  $2,732.78. 
The  order  has  been  complied  with,  and  a  copy  of  the  state- 
ment filed  with  the  State  auditor.  The  books  and  papers  of 
the  bank  have  been  deposited  with  this  Board.  Total  divi- 
dends declared,  60-J-$  per  cent. 


Reading  Savings  Bank, 

All  the  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  affairs  of  this  bank 
have  been  deposited  with  the  commissioners.  Dividends  to  the 
amount  of  501  per  cent,  have  been  declared,  of  which  none 
remain  unpaid. 
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Stockbridge  Savings  Bank. 

This  bank  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  April  10, 
1891,  with  assets  of  $285,274.49  and  amount  due  depositors  of 
$303,158.61.  A  dividend  of  33J-  per  cent,  was  ordered  by  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  July  28, 1891,  of  which  $283.43  remains 
unpaid  Dec.  20,  1892.  A  second  dividend  of  16|  per  cent, 
was  ordered,  Jan.  15,  1892,  of  which  $1,066.81  remains  unpaid 
Dec.  20,  1892. 

The  character  of  the  loans  both  upon  real  estate  and  personal 
security  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver  is  such  that  it  is 
difficult  to  realize  their  full  value,  and  forced  sales  would  result 
in  considerable  loss.  Many  loans  have  been  disposed  of  during 
the  year  at  fair  values,  and  all  of  them  have  been  examined  with 
a  view  to  settlement  or  sales.  An  action  upon  the  bond  of  the 
late  treasurer  has  been  commenced,  and  something  will  be 
realized  from  this  source,  but  how  much  cannot  at  present  be 
estimated. 

The  receiver  will  soon  be  prepared  to  make  his  application 
to  the  court  for  the  payment  of  a  further  dividend  of  not  less 
than  121  per  cent.

Verification  of  Depositors'  Pass  Books. 

During  the  year  the  savings  banks  have  been  called  upon  to 
make  an  examination  and  verification  of  their  depositors'  pass 
books.      This   is   the   second   examination   under   the  law  of 
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1888.  The  value  of  this  examination  depends  upon  the  method 
adopted  and  the  completeness  with  which  it  is  carried  out.  As 
the  commissioners  in  their  examinations  cannot  call  in  the 
depositors'  books  and  compare  them  with  the  depositors'  led- 
gers, and  as  committees  of  the  trustees  do  not  do  so,  it  would 
be  well  for  trustees  to  consider  if  it  is  wise  to  allow  the  same 
clerk  or  officer,  who  receives  the  deposit  and  enters  it  on  the 
books  of  the  bank,  to  make  the  verification.  It  seems  to  the 
Board,  as  has  been  stated  and  recommended  before  in  its  reports, 
that  the  only  proper  way  for  the  banks  to  accomplish  the  intent 
of  the  law  is  to  secure  the  services  of  some  person  not  regularly 
employed  by  the  bank.  This  is  especially  required  when  one 
person  only  is  employed.  Frequent  opportunities  occur  for 
such  an  official  to  appropriate  a  portion  of  deposits  and  enter  a 
smaller  amount  on  the  books  of  the  bank,  and  the  possibilities 
of  detection  are  small.  Unless  some  person  other  than  such 
official  is  employed  to  compare  the  books  of  the  depositor  with 
books  of  the  banks,  years  may  elapse  before  peculations  are 
discovered.  Instances  have  occurred  where  dishonest  officials 
have  pursued  this  method,  and  the  irregularities  have  been 
brought  to  light  only  by  accident.  However  great  confidence 
trustees  may  have  in  the  integrity  of  their  officials,  it  is  no 
excuse  for  neglect  fully  to  comply  with  the  intent  of  the  law ; 
and  they  should  seriously  consider  whether,  with  the  present 
law  on  the  statute  book,  they  may  not  be  justly  charged  with 
a  breach  of  their  trust  should  any  extensive  peculations  here- 
after occur  in  this  way. 


Unclaimed  Deposits. 

By  the  provisions  of  chapter  319,  Acts  of  1887,  the  savings 
banks  have  made  their  second  report  of  those  deposits,  no 
portion  of  which  has  been  withdrawn,  and  to  which  nothing 
has  been  added  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  preceding.  A 
special  report  of  such  deposits  will  be  submitted  later  in  the 
session. 
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Bank  Buildings. 

By  clause  7,  section  20,  chapter  116  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
a  savings  bank  may  invest  ten  per  cent,  of  its  deposits,  but 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  the  purchase  of 
a  suitable  site  and  the  erection  or  preparation  of  a  suitable 
building  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business.  As  the 
object  of  the  law  is  to  enable  a  bank  to  obtain  an  eligible  loca- 
tion for  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business,  it  would 
seem  that  the  investment  of  deposits  in  bank  buildings  for 
any  other  purpose  should  be  discouraged.  Some  banks  have 
erected  buildings  at  very  much  less  than  the  limit  prescribed  by 
the  law,  which  provide  ample  accommodation  for  the  growth  of 
their  business  and  enable  them  to  furnish  a  few  rooms  for  business 
purposes.  Such  an  investment  is  in  accord  with  the  intent  of  the 
law  and  in  such  cases  there  is  usually  a  saving  in  rent ;  but  when 
a  bank  located  in  a  community  whose  prosperity  depends  upon 
one  industry,  and  that  industry  subject  to  the  disturbances  inci- 
dent to  labor  difficulties,  takes  advantage  of  the  law  to  invest  ten 
per  cent,  of  its  deposits  in  a  building  to  accommodate  the  social 
in  preference  to  the  business  wants  of  the  community,  it  would 
seem  to  be  not  only  contrary  to  the  intent  of  the  law  but  ex- 
tremely impolitic.  With  the  growth  of  the  savings  bank  sys- 
tem and  the  increase  in  deposits,  it  would  seem  that  the  limit 
of  investment  allowed  by  the  statute  aforesaid  is  too  large,  and 
should  be  reduced,  and  we  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  statute  be  amended  so  as  to  reduce  the  present  limit. 


Trust  Companies. 

In  the  last  report  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  no 
power  was  vested  in  this  Board  to  enforce  the  liability  of 
stockholders  of  a  trust  company  when  its  capital  stock  had 
become  impaired.  The  only  way  in  which  such  liability  could 
be  enforced  was  through  the  method  provided  by  sections  62- 
71  inclusive  of  chapter  106  of  the  Public  Statutes.  This 
requires  that  a  creditor  shall  first  obtain  judgment  against  the 
company,  and,  after  levy  of  excution  and  return  of  the  same 
unsatisfied,  may  bring  a  bill  in  equity  for  the  enforcement  of 
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the  stockholders' liability.  Under  this  statute  delay  was  inevi- 
table. Acting  upon  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  report,  the 
Legislature  enacted  chapter  327  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1892, 
which  will  be  found  in  full  in  the  Appendix.  This  statute  gives 
the  commissioners  power,  when  in  their  opinion  the  capital 
stock  of  a  trust  company  is  impaired  and  should  be  restored, 
to  require  such  company  to  pay  the  deficiency  by  assessment 
pro  rata  upon  its  stockholders.  This  power  is  analogous  to 
that  given  the  comptroller  of  the  currency  over  national  banks, 
and  under  some  circumstances  may  avert  impending  disaster 
to  the  company. 

The  law  regulating  the  business  of  trust  companies  the  Board 
believes  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  minimum 
capital  of  any  company  hereafter  incorporated  shall  be  $500,- 
000,  and  it  be  prohibited  from  doing  business  as  a  savings 
bank.  The  legitimate  business  of  a  trust  company,  involving 
as  it  does  the  receipt  and  investment  of  trusts  under  wills  and 
other  instruments,  and  the  custody  of  funds  held  under  orders 
of  the  courts,  would  seem  to  require  not  only  the  safeguard  of 
separate  and  prescribed  investment  of  such  trust  funds,  but  the 
additional  security  of  a  paid-up  capital  in  excess  of  the  present 
requirements. 

Should  the  bill  relating  to  banks  and  banking  suggested  by 
the  Board  in  its  report  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  72 
of  the  Resolves  of  1892  be  adopted  and  become  a  law,  it 
would  seem  to  provide  all  the  privileges  required  to  do 
the  business  now  being  done  by  many  of  our  smaller  trust 
companies,  without  giving  the  authority  to  act  as  a  fiduci- 
ary ;  and,  as  this  authority  seems  only  to  be  required  at 
certain  central  points  now  fully  covered  by  existing  companies, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that,  except  under  very  excep- 
tional circumstances,  no  more  trust  companies  should  be 
incorporated.  Much  time  of  the  Legislature  has  during  the 
past  few  years  been  occupied  in  considering  petitions  for  the 
incorporation,  and  the  regulation  of  the  business,  of  trust  com- 
panies ;  this  would  be  avoided  in  the  future  if  this  bill  be 
enacted,  and  parties  desirous  of  transacting  a  banking  business 
be  refused  incorporation  as  a  trust  company  and  required  to 
organize  as  a  State  bank  under  this  law,  for  which  an  applica- 
tion to  the  general  court  is  not  requisite.

The  assets  of  this  compaDy,  as  delivered  to  the  receiver, 
differ  materially  from  the  balance  sheet,  as  published  in  the 
report  of  1891.  A  comparison  of  the  two  shows  a  difference 
of  $82,297.00.  The  items  of  expense  account,  taxes  paid  and 
insurance  account  which  appear  in  the  balance  sheet,  amounting 
to  $40,247.86,  disappear  from  the  receiver's  assets,  because 
they  are  items  paid  by  the  company  and  not  charged  off  from 
its  books  ;  so  too,  certain  mortgage,  time  and  demand  notes, 
amounting  to  $40,370.82,  which  were  pledged  by  the  company 
for  a  loan,  were  never  delivered  to  the  receiver.  The  differ- 
ences in  the  remaining  items  are  probably  due  to  errors  in 
book-keeping.  These  differences  are  detailed  in  the  following 
statement :  —

Many  legal  questions  have  arisen  upon  claims  disallowed  and 
claims  recommended  for  a  hearing,  which  must  be  decided  by 
the  court  before  the  full  amount  entitled  to  a  dividend  can  be 
determined,  and  how  large  a  dividend  can  be  declared.  A 
large  part  of  the  assets  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver 
are  of  uncertain  value,  and  the  character  of  them  is  such  that 
a  speedy  settlement  of  the  company's  affairs  cannot  be  hoped 
for.  No  estimate  can  be  made  at  the  present  time  of  the 
amount  of  dividend,  which  will  finally  be  paid.  The  question 
depends  upon  the  amount  realized  by  the  receiver  upon  the 
assets,  and  upon  the  amount  of  claims  ultimately  allowed  by 
the  court.  Following  is  the  statement  of  the  receiver  of  the

Recommendations  for  Legislation. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  for  1891,  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  was  called  to  certain  dangers  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  menaced  the  savings  banks  system  of  the  Com- 
monwealth ;    viz.  :  — 

First,  From  national  banks  opening  a  savings  department ; 
and 

Second,  By  trust  companies  entering  upon  a  similar  business. 

The  objections  to  allowing  .this  class  of  business  to  continue 
were  set  forth  at  length  in  that  report ;  and  we  desire 
again  emphatically  to  enter  our  protest  against  its  further 
continuance. 

No  financial  institution  is  more  completely  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Commonwealth  than  our  savings  banks.  And 
they  are  wisely  so ;  for  the  class  of  people  who  deposit  in  the 
savings  bank  have  not  the  financial  experience  necessary  success- 
fully to  invest  and  care  for  their  earnings,  and  if  they  had,  the 
small  amount  at  their  command  would  preclude  the  possibility 
of  placing  it  to  advantage. 

And  because  many  intelligent,  honorable  and  very  successful 
men  ofttimes  err  in  financial  matters,  the  State  has  established  a 
policy  for  savings  banks,  broad  in  its  scope,  careful  in  the 
details  of  investments,  and  strong  in  an  intelligent  supervision. 
The  foremost  principle  of  this  policy  is,  first,  the  safety  of  the 
moneys  which  form  the  principal  of  investments,  and  then  as 
large  returns  as  are  consistent  with  that  safety.  The  wisdom 
which  erected  this  system  is  the  wisdom  of  experience  acquired 
in  disaster ;  and  the  success  of  the  system  is  attested  by  its 
four  hundred  and  fifteen  millions  of  assets,  and  its  yearly 
earnings  of  over  fourteen  millions  of  dollars.  When  it  is 
considered  that  this  vast  sum  of  money  has  been  accumulated 
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gradually  by  bringing  together  the  savings  of  people  of  small 
means  and  in  moderate  circumstances  of  life,  it  is  justly  a  source 
of  pride  and  congratulation.  At  the  same  time  it  is  a  reason 
for  increased  watchfulness  and  care,  that  nothing  be  allowed  to 
injure  or  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  system.  It  is  therefore  a 
cause  for  apprehension  when  it  is  found  that  some  national 
banks  and  trust  companies  are  soliciting  this  class  of  deposits. 
The  interests  of  a  public  policy  thus  established  require  that 
our  people  who  invest  their  earnings  in  savings  institutions 
be  protected  from  all  attempts  to  obtain  their  deposits  by 
institutions  less  guarded  and  restricted  than  our  savings  banks, 
and  whose  whole  structure  and  mode  of  business  is  radically 
different  from  them.  The  danger  of  allowing  national  banks 
and  trust  companies  to  receive  deposits  of  these  people  is  not 
more  the  investments  which  they  make  and  which  are  peculiar  to 
them,  as  it  is  in  the  fact  that  to  allow  such  investments  is  a  blow 
to  a  wise  and  beneficent  public  policy.  If  the  motive  of  the 
national  bank  and  trust  company  in  receiving  these  funds  were 
a  benevolent  one,  there  might  be  some  excuse  for  the  desire  to 
receive  them  ;  but,  as  they  desire  to  receive  such  funds  simply 
for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  their  earning  capacity  and  of  pay- 
ing larger  dividends  on  the  capital  stock  invested,  it  would 
seem  doubly  unwise  to  allow  it.  Our  objections,  then,  to 
allowing  such  an  institution  to  do  business  as  a  savings  bank  are, 
that  it  is  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  a  large  class  of  our 
citizens,  and  thus  subversive  of  a  wise  public  policy;  that  it 
will  in  time  subject  our  savings  institutions,  which  are  wisely 
restricted  in  the  kind  and  method  of  business  which  they  do, 
to  the  ruinous  competition  with  other  institutions  not  so 
restricted  and  limited ;  and,  finally,  that  it  has  an  element  of 
selfishness  in  it,  which  is  dangerous  in  itself  and  is  sure  to 
grow  as  the  business  increases  in  volume.  We  desire,  there- 
fore, again  to  enter  our  emphatic  protest  against  the  further 
continuance  of  any  institutions  other  than  savings  banks  taking 
deposits  without  being  governed  by  the  same  restrictions  and 
subject  to  the  same  limitations.  TVe  therefore  recommend  the 
enactment,  first,  of  a  law  prohibiting  safe  deposit  and  trust 
companies  from  doing  business  in  the  manner  of  a  savings  bank  ; 
and,  secondly,  of  a  law  forbidding  individuals,  associations  and 
corporations  from  putting  forth  a  sign  as  a  savings  bank,  and 
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from  soliciting  and  receiving  deposits  as  a  savings  bank.     We 
earnestly  recommend   this   subject    to   your   most  careful  and 
considerate  attention,  to  the  end  that  all  attacks  on  our  savings- 
bank    system    may  be  repulsed,  and  that  a   great    system   of 
public  policy  may  be  conserved. 

Conclusion. 

In  1890  the  report  of  the  Board  had  grown  to  such  propor- 
tions that  the  Legislature  authorized  its  publication  in  two 
parts.  Still  further  to  reduce  its  size,  the  Board  has  thought 
best  to  omit  from  the  present  report  the  oaths  of  the  several 
officers  of  the  institutions  whose  returns  are  included.  A 
further  saving  of  about  fifty-five  pages  is  thus  made.  As  the 
returns  are  presented  to  the  Board  duly  sworn  to,  the  publica- 
tion of  the  oaths  can  be  of  little  moment  to  the  public. 

In  the  following  pages  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  condition  of  each  institution  at  the  close  of  business,  Oct. 
31,  1892,  together  with  the  laws  relating  to  savings  banks  and 
trust  companies  corrected  to  date.

BANKS. 

(Chapter  319,  Acts  of  1887.) 
Section  1.  The  treasurer  of  every  savings  bank  shall 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  last  business  day  of  October 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  every 
fifth  year  thereafter,  return  to  the  commissioners  of  sav- 
ings banks  a  sworn  statement  containing  the  name,  the 
amount  standing  to  his  credit,  the  last  known  place  of 
residence  or  post-office  address  and  the  fact  of  death,  if 
known  to  such  treasurer,  of  every  depositor  who  shall 
not  have  made  a  deposit  therein  or  withdrawn  therefrom 
any  part  of  his  deposit,  or  any  part  of  the  interest 
thereon,  for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty  years  next 
preceding ;  and  the  treasurers  of  such  savings  banks  shall 
give  notice  of  these  deposits  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  or  nearest  to  the  city  or  town  where  such 
banks  are  located,  at  least  once  a  week  for  three  weeks 
in  succession  :  provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  the  deposit  made  by  or  in  the  name  of  any  per- 
son known  to  the  bank  to  be  living  or  to  any  deposit 
which,  with  the  accumulations  thereon,  shall  be  less  than 
twenty -five  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  The  commissioners  of  savings  banks  shall 
incorporate  in  their  annual  report,  or  in  a  supplementary 
annual  report,  each  return  which  shall  have  been  made  to 
them  as  provided  in  section  one. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  any  savings  bank  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  to  make  the  sworn  return  required  by 
section  one  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 
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An  Act  requiring  .savings  banks  and  institutions 
for  savings  to  call  in  their  books  of  deposit  at 
stated  intervals. 

(Chapter  40,  Acts  of  1888.) 
During  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  and 
every  third  year  thereafter  savings  banks  and  institutions 
for  savings  shall  call  in  the  books  of  deposit  of  their  de- 
positors for  verification  in  such  manner  as  their  respective 
boards  of  trustees  may  elect. 

An  Act  requiring  savings  banks  and  institutions  for 
savings  to  make  an  accurate  trial  balance  of 
their  depositors'  ledgers. 

(Chapter  88,  Acts  of  1889.) 
Everv  savings  bank  and  institution  for  savings  shall, 
as  often  as  once  in  each  of  its  fiscal  years,  make  an  ac- 
curate trial  balance  of  its  depositors'  ledgers. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  final  distribution  of 
sums  of  money  deposited  in  the  name  of  a  judge 
of  probate  court,  as  trustee,  or  by  order  of 
any  court. 

(Chapter  449,  Acts  of  1889.) 

Section  1.  All  sums  of  money  hereafter  deposited  in 
savings  banks,  institutions  for  savings  or  trust  companies, 
in  the  name  of  a  judge- of  probate  court,  as  trustee,  or  by 
order  of  any  court,  shall  draw  interest,  or  dividends,  at 
the  same  rate  as  other  deposits  in  the  same  bank,  insti- 
tution or  company,  while  they  remain  therein,  without 
regard  to  the  amount  deposited. 

Sect.  2.  The  probate  court,  court  of  insolvency  or 
other  court,  respectively,  shall,  upon  the  application  of 
any  person  interested  or  of  the  attorney-general,  and 
after  such  public  notice  as  the  court  or  any  judge  or  jus- 
tice thereof  may  deem  proper  to  be  given,  order  and 
decree  that  all  sums  of  money   heretofore   or  hereafter 
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deposited  in  a  savings  bank,  institution  for  savings  or 
trust  company,  by  authority  of  either  of  said  courts  or 
any  judge  or  justice  thereof,  and  which  shall  have  re- 
mained unclaimed  for  a  period  of  more  than  five  years 
from  the  date  of  such  deposit,  with  the  increase  and  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to  be  held  and  used  by  him  according  to  law, 
subject  for  fifteen  years  only  to  be  paid  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  time  it  is 
so  paid  to  said  treasurer  to  the  time  it  is  paid  by  him  to 
the  person  or  persons  having,  and  established,  a  lawful 
right  thereto.

SAFE  DEPOSIT,  LOAN  AND    TEUST    COMPANIES. 


(Chapter  413,  Acts  of  1888.) 


Section  1.  All  safe  deposit,  loan  and  trust  companies 
hereafter  incorporated  under  the  authority  of  this  Com- 
monwealth may  exercise  the  powers  and  shall  be  governed 
by  the  rules  and  subject  to  the  duties,  liabilities  and  pro- 
visions contained  in  this  chapter.  And  they  shall  also  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set 
forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  so  far  as  the  same  do  not  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  and  to  all  general  laws  which  now 
are  or  hereafter  may  be  in  force  relating  to  such  corpor- 
ations :  provided,  that  no  safe  deposit,  loan  or  trust 
company,  incorporated  hereafter  shall  advance  money 
or  credits  on  farm  property  situated  outside  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, or  on  the  bonds  or  securities  of  any  mortgage 
investment  company. 

Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  such  corporation  shall 
not  be  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  million  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  the  par 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  by  the  corporation  until  the  whole  amount 
of  its  capital  is  subscribed  for  and  actually  paid  in,  and 
no  shares  shall  be  issued  until  the  par  value  of  such  shares 
shall  have  actually  been  paid  in  in  cash. 

Sect.  3.  The  officers  of  every  such  corporation  shall 
consist  of  a  president,  clerk,  or  secretary,  a  board  of  not 
less  than  seven  directors,  a  treasurer  or  actuary,  or  both, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  prescribed  by  its  by-laws. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  of  every  such  corporation,  except 
the  treasurer  and  actuary,  shall  be  chosen  at  its  annual 
meeting.     The  treasurer  and  actuary  shall  be  appointed 
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by  the  directors,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors  and  shall  give 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  to  the.  satis- 
faction of  said  hoard. 

Sect.  5.  The  corporation  may  adopt  by-laws  for  the 
proper  management  of  its  affairs  consistent  with  law,  may 
establish  rules  and  regulations  controlling  the  assignment 
and  transfer  of  its  shares,  may  determine  what  number  of 
shares  shall  be  represented  at  any  meeting  to  constitute  a 
quorum.  If  the  quorum  is  not  so  determined,  a  majority 
in  interest  of  the  stockholders  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sect.  6.  Every  such  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
to  receive  on  deposit,  storage  or  otherwise,  moneys,  gov- 
ernment securities,  stocks,  bonds,  coin,  jewelry,  plate, 
valuable  papers  and  documents,  evidences  of  debt  and 
other  property  of  every  kind,  upon  sueh  terms  or  condi- 
tions as  may  be  obtained  or  agreed  upon,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  depositor  to  collect  and  disburse  the 
interest  or  income  upon  such  of  said  property  received 
on  deposit  as  produces  interest  or  income,  and  to  collect 
and  disburse  the  principal  of  such  of  said  property  as 
produces  interest  or  income  when  it  becomes  due,  upon 
terms  to  be  prescribed  by  the  corporation,  and  also  to 
advance  money  or  credits  on  real  property  within  the 
Commonwealth,  and  on  personal  security  on  terms  that 
may  be  agreed  upon  ;  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
necessary  for  the  execution  of  such  powers  are  hereby 
granted.  Deposits  under  this  section  shall  be  general 
deposits,  and  may  be  made  by  corporations  and  persons 
acting  individually  or  in  any  trust  capacity. 

Sect.  7.  Any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  any  court 
of  probate  and  insolvency  of  this  Commonwealth,  may 
by  decree  or  otherwise  direct  any  moneys  or  properties 
under  its  control,  or  that  may  be  paid  into  court  by 
parties  to  any  legal  proceedings,  or  which  may  be  brought 
into  court  by  reason  of  any  order  or  judgment,  to  be 
deposited  with  such  corporation,  upon  such  terms  and 
subject  to  such  instructions  as  the  court  may  prescribe  : 
provided,  however,  that  such  corporation  shall  not  be 
required  to  assume  or  execute  any  trust  without  its  assent. 
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Such  corporation  shall  also  have  power  to  receive  and  hold 
moneys  or  property  in  trust  or  on  deposit  from  executors, 
administrators,  assignees,  guardians  and  trustees,  upon 
such  terms  or  conditions  as  may  be  obtained  or  agreed 
upon :  provided,  also,  that  all  such  moneys  or  property 
received  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
loaned  on  or  invested  only  in  the  authorized  loans  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  of  the  New  England  states,  or 
cities  or  counties  or  towns  thereof,  or  of  the  states  of 
Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  or  the 
cities  or  counties  thereof,  or  stocks  of  state  or  national 
banks  organized  within  this  Commonwealth,  or  in  the  first 
mortgage  bonds  of  any  railroad  company  incorporated  by 
any  of  the  New  England  states  and  whose  road  is  located 
wholly  or  in  pail  in  the  same  and  which  has  earned  and 
paid  regular  dividends  on  all  its  issues  of  capital  stock 
for  two  years  next  preceding  such  loan  or  investment,  or 
in  the  bonds  of  any  such  railroad  company  unencumbered 
by  mortgages,  or  in  first  mortgages  on  real  estate  in  this 
Commonwealth,  or  in  any  securities  in  which  savings 
banks  are  allowed  to  invest,  or  upon  notes,  with  two 
sureties,  of  manufacturing  corporations  established  under 
the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  individuals  with  a  sufficient 
pledge  as  collateral  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  securities ; 
but  all  real  estate  acquired  by  foreclosure  of  mortgage 
or  by  levy  of  execution  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction 
within  two  years  after  such  foreclosure  or  levy  ;  provided, 
also,  that  all  such  money  or  property  received,  invested 
or  loaned  under  this  section  shall  be  a  special  deposit  in 
such  corporation,  and  the  accounts  thereof  shall  be  kept 
separate,  and  such  funds,  and  the  investment  or  loans  of 
them,  shall  be  specially  appropriated  to  the  security  and 
payment  of  such  deposits,  and  not  to  be  subject  to  the 
other  liabilities  of  the  corporation ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  observance  of  this  proviso,  such  corpor- 
ation shall  have  a  trust  department  into  which  all  business 
authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  kept  separate  and  dis- 
tinct from  its  general  business. 

Sect.  8.     Every  such  corporation  may  be  appointed 
trustee  under  any  will  or  instrument  creating  a  trust  for 
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the  care  and  management  of  property,  under  the  same 
circumstances  and  in  the  same  manner,  and  subject  to  the 
same  control  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same, 
as  in  the  case  of  a  legally  qualified  person.  The  capital 
stock  of  such  corporations,  with  the  liabilities  of  the 
stockholders  existing  thereunder,  together  with  the  trust 
guarantee  fund  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  held  aa 
security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  undertaken 
by  virtue  of  sections  seven  and  eight,  or  of  any  existing 
similar  provision  of  law  as  applicable  to  any  such  corpor- 
ation heretofore  chartered,  and  no  surety  shall  be  required 
upon  the  bonds'  filed  by  such  corporation.  In  all  proceed- 
ings in  the  probate  court  or  elsewhere,  connected  with 
any  authority  exercised  under  this  section,  or  under  simi- 
lar provisions  re  luting  to  any  such  corporation  heretofore 
chartered,  all  accounts,  returns  and  other  papers  may  be 
signed  and  sworn  to,  in  behalf  of  the  corporation,  by  any 
officer  thereof  duly  authorized  by  it,  and  the  answers  and 
examinations  under  oath  of  said  officer  shall  be  received 
as  the  answers  and  examinations  of  the  corporation,  and 
the  court  may  order  and  compel  any  and  all  officers  of 
such  corporation  to  answer  and  attend  said  examination 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  parties  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  inquiry  instead  of  the  corporation :  provided, 
however,  that  such  corporation  shall  not  be  required  to 
receive  or  hold  any  property  or  moneys,  or  to  execute  any 
trust,  without  its  assent ;  provided,  also,  that  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  party  making  a  deposit  with  the  com- 
pany, to  direct  whether  such  money  and  property  shall 
be  held  and  invested  separately  or  invested  in  the  general 
trust  fund  of  the  company,  and  provided,  also,  that  the 
corporation  shall  always  be  bound  to  follow  and  be  gov- 
erned by  all  directions  contained  in  any  will  or  instru- 
ment under  which  it  may  act. 

Sect.  9.  No  money,  property  or  securities  received 
or  held  by  such  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions seven  and  eight  of  this  act  shall  be  mingled  with 
the  investments  of  the  capital  stock  or  other  moneys  or 
property  belonging  to  such  corporation,  or  be  liable  for 
the  debts  or  obligations  thereof. 
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Sect.  10.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time  set 
apart  as  a  trust  guarantee  fund,  such  portion  of  the  profits 
as  they  may  judge  expedient.  The  trust  guarantee  fund 
shall  be  invested  in  such  securities  only  as  the  trust 
deposits  may  by  law  be  invested  in.  The  accounts  of  its 
investment  and  management,  and  the  securities  in  which 
it  is  invested,  shall  be  kept  in  the  trust  department. 

Sect.  11.  The  trust  guarantee  fund  shall  be  absolutely 
pledged  for  the  faithful  performance  by  the  corporation 
of  all  its  duties  and  undertakings  under  the  seventh  and 
eighth  sections  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  applied  to  make 
good  any  default  in  such  performance,  and  such  pledge 
and  liability  shall  not  in  any  respect  relieve  the  capital 
stock  and  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  but  creditors 
under  the  seventh  and  eighth  sections  shall  have  an  equal 
claim  with  other  creditors  upon  the  capital  and  other  prop- 
erty of  the  corporation,  in  addition  to  the  security  hereby 
given. 

Sect.  12.  No  portion  of  such  trust  guarantee  fund 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  general  capital  while  the  cor- 
poration has  undertakings  of  the  kind  mentioned  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  sections,  for  whose  performance  bonds 
are  required  from  individuals,  outstanding  uncompleted ; 
but  its  income,  if  not  needed  at  any  dividend  time  to 
make  good  such  deposits  or  undertakings  may  be  added 
to  and  disposed  of  with  the  general  income  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

Sect.  13.  Such  corporations  shall  at  all  times  have  on 
hand,  as  a  reserve,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
an  amount  equal  to  at  least  fifteen  per  centum  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  all  its  deposits  which  arc  subject  to 
withdrawal  upon  demand  or  within  ten  days  ;  and  when- 
ever said  reserve  of  such  corporation  shall  be  below  said 
per  centum  of  such  deposits,  it  shall  not  increase  its  lia- 
bilities by  making  any  new  loans  until  the  required  pro- 
portion between  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  deposits 
and  its  reserve  fund  shall  be  restored  :  provided,  that  in  ' 
lieu  of  lawful  money  two-thirds  of  said  fifteen  per  centum 
may  consist  of  balances  payable  on  demand,  due  from  any 
uational  bank  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth  or  in 
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the  city  of  New  York,  and  one-third  of  said  fifteen  per 
centum  may  consist  of  lawful  money  and  bonds  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  absolute 
property  of  such  corporation. 

Sect.  14.  The  shareholders  of  such  corporation  shall 
be  held  individually  liable,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not 
one  for  another,  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements 
of  the  corporation,  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of  their 
stock  therein  at  the  par  value  thereof,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  invested  in  such  shares.  The  provisions  con- 
tained in  chapter  one  hundred  and  six  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  sections  sixty-two  to  seventy-one,  inclusive, 
shall  apply  to  and  regulate  the  enforcement  of  this 
liability. 

Sect.  15.  Such  corporations  are  also  authorized  to 
act  as  agents  for  the  purpose  of  issuing,  registering  or 
countersigning  the  certificates  of  stock,  bonds  or  other 
evidence  of  indebtedness  of  any  corporation,  association, 
municipal  corporation,  state  or  national  government,  on 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  may  also  act  as 
trustee  or  financial  or  other  agent  for  any  person  or  firm, 
corporation,  association,  municipal  corporation  or  govern- 
ment, and  in  their  behalf  may  negotiate  loans  and  may  sell 
and  negotiate  the  sale  of  securities,  and  may  also  act  as 
trustee  for  the  bondholders  of  corporations,  and  to  this 
end  are  empowered  to  receive  transfers  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Sect.  16.  No  such  corporation  shall  make  any  loan  or 
discount  on  the  security  of  the  shares  of  its  own  capital 
stock,  nor  be  the  purchaser  or  holder  of  any  such  shares, 
unless  such  security  or  purchase  shall  be  necessary  to 
prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  in  good 
faith;  and  stock  so  purchased  or  acquired  shall,  within 
six  months  from  the  time  of  its  purchase,  be  sold  or  dis- 
posed of  at  public  or  private  sale. 

Sect.  17.  The  total  liabilities  to  such  corporation  of 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  other  than  cities  or  towns, 
for  money  borrowed,  including  in  the  liabilities  of  a  com- 
pany or  firm  the  liabilities  of  its  several  members,  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  one-fifth  part  of  such  amount  of  the 
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capital  stock  of  this  corporation  as  is  actually  paid  up. 
But  the  discount  of  bills  of  exchange  drawn  in  good  faith 
against  actually  existing  values,  and  the  discount  of  com- 
mercial or  business  paper  actually  owned  by  the  person 
negotiating  the  same,  shall  not  be  considered  as  money 
borrowed. 

Sect.  18.  Such  corporation  may  hold  real  estate  suit- 
able for  the  transaction  of  its  business  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  twenty- five  per  cent,  of  its  capital,  and  in  no 
case  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall  be  a  director  m  any  such 
corporation  unless  he  is  a  stockholder  holding  not  less 
than  ten  shares  of  unpledged  stock  therein.  A  majority 
of  the  directors  shall  be  citizens  of  and  resident  in  this 
Commonwealth  and  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  direc- 
tors shall  be  directors  in  any  other  corporation  included 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  20.  Deposits  with  such  corporation,  which  can 
be  withdrawn  on  demand  or  upon  not  exceeding  ten 
days'  notice,  shall  for  the  purposes  of  taxation  be  deemed 
money  in  possession  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  same  is 
payable. 

Sect.  21.  Such  corporation  shall  also,  annually, 
between  the  first  and  tenth  days  of  May,  return  to  the 
tax  commissioner  a  true  statement,  attested  by  the  oath 
of  some  officer  of  the  corporation,  of  all  personal  prop- 
erty held  upon  any  trust  on  the  first  day  of  May  which 
would  be  taxable  if  held  by  an  individual  trustee  residing 
in  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  name  of  every  city  or 
town  in  this  Commonwealth  where  any  beneficiary  resided 
on  said  day,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  property 
then  held  for  all  beneficiaries  resident  in  each  of  such 
cities  or  towns,  and  also  the  aggregate  amount  held  for 
beneficiaries  not  resident  m  this  Commonwealth,  under 
the  pains  and  penalties  provided  in  section  fifty-four  of 
chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof,  for  corporations  failing  to  make  returns 
provided  by  said  act.  Such  corporation  shall  annually 
pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  a  sum  to  be 
ascertained  by  assessment  by  the  tax  commissioner  upon 
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an  amount  equal  to  the  total  value  of  such  property,  at 
the  rate  ascertained  and  determined  by  him,  under  section 
forty  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  acta 
in  amendment  thereof. 

Sect.  22.  Such  corporation  shall  also,  annually, 
between  the  first  and  tenth  days  of  May,  return  to  the 
tax  commissioner  a  true  statement,  verified  by  the  oath 
of  some  officer  of  the  corporation,  of  the  amount  of  all 
sums  deposited  with  it  on  interest  or  for  investment,  other 
than  those  specified  in  the  twentieth  and  twenty-first  sec- 
tions of  this  act,  together  with  the  name  of  every  city 
and  town  in  this  Commonwealth  where  any  beneficial 
owner  resided  on  said  first  day  of  May,  and  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  such  deposits  then  held  for  the  benefit  of 
persons  residing  in  each  of  said  cities  and  towns,  under 
like  penalty.  Such  corporation  shall  annually  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  a  sum  to  be  ascertained 
by  assessment  by  the  tax  commissioner  upon  an  amount 
equal  to  the  total  value  of  such  deposits  at  three-fourths 
of  the  rate  ascertained  and  determined  by  him  under 
section  forty  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

Sect.  23.  No  taxes  shall  be  assessed  in  any  city  or 
town  for  state,  county  or  town  purposes,  upon  or  in 
respect  to  any  such  property  held  in  trust  or  any  such 
amounts  deposited  on  interest  or  for  investment,  but 
such  proportion  of  the  sum  so  paid  by  such  corporation 
as  corresponds  to  the  amount  of  such  property  held  for 
beneficiaries  or  payable  to  persons  resident  in  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  credited  and  paid  to  the  several  cities 
and  towns  where  it  appears  from  the  returns  or  other 
evidence  that  such  beneficiaries  resided  on  the  first  day 
of  May  next  preceding,  according  to  the  aggregate 
amount  so  held  for  beneficiaries  and  persons  residing  in 
such  cities  and  towns  respectively  ;  and  in  regard  to  such 
sums  so  to  be  assessed  and  paid  as  aforesaid  such  corpor- 
ation shall  be  subject  to  sections  forty-two,  fifty-three, 
fifty-seven,  fifty-eight  and  fifty-nine  of  chapter  thirteen 
of  the  Public  Statutes  and  acts  in  amendment  or  lieu 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  thereto. 
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Sect.  24.  'Every  such  corporation  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
as  to  the  taxation  of  its  capital  stock,  and  to  any  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto. 

Sect.  25.  The  books  of  such  corporation  shall  at  all 
reasonable  times  be  open  for  inspection  to  the  stock- 
holders and  to  beneficiaries  under  any  trust  held  by  such 
corporation  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sect.  26.  Such  corporation  shall,  annually,  within  ten 
days  after  the  last  business  day  of  October,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  commissioners  of  savings  banks  may 
require,  but  not  exceeding  four  times  within  any  calendar 
year,  make  a  return  to  the  commissioners  of  savings 
banks  in  this  Commonwealth,  showing  accurately  the 
condition  thereof  at  close  of  business  on  said  day,  which 
shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president  and  secre- 
tary, treasurer  or  actuary  and  a  majority  of  its  board  of 
directors ;  and  said  returns  shall  specify  the  following, 
namely  :  Capital  stock ;  amount  of  all  moneys  and  prop- 
erty in  detail  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  said  company 
as  deposits ;  amount  of  deposits  payable  on  demand  or 
within  ten  days  ;  amount  of  trust  guarantee  fund  ;  trust 
funds  or  for  purposes  of  investment ;  number  of  deposi- 
tors ;  investments  in  authorized  loans  of  the  United 
States  or  any  of  the  New  England  states  or  cities  or 
counties  or  towns,  stating  amount  in  each ;  investments 
in  bank  stock,  stating  amount  in  each ;  investments  in 
railroad  stock,  stating  amount  in  each ;  investments  in 
railroad  bonds,  stating  amount  in  each ;  loans  on  notes 
of  corporations  ;  loans  on  notes  of  individuals ;  loans  on 
mortgages  of  real  estate ;  cash  on  hand  and  such  other 
information  as  the  commissioners  of  savings  banks  may 
prescribe ;  all  as  existing  at  the  date  of  making  such 
returns,  with  the  rate,  amount  and  date  of  dividends 
since  last  return.  The  commissioners  of  savings  banks 
shall  have  access  to  the  vaults,  books  and  papers  of  the 
company,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  inspect,  examine 
and  inquire  into  its  affairs  and  to  take  proceedings  in 
regard  to  them  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  this  corporation  was  a  savings  bank,  subject 
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to  all  the  general  laws  which  are  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  in  force  relating  to  such  institutions  in  this  regard. 
Such  returns  required  to  be  made  to  the  commissioners 
of  savings  banks  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  trial  balance  of 
its  books,  and  shall  specify  the  different  kinds  of  its  lia- 
bilities and  the  different  kinds  of  its  assets,  stating  the 
amount  of  each  kind,  in  accordance  with  a  blank  form  to 
be  furnished  by  said  commissioners ;  and  these  returns 
shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  the  city  or  town 
where  such  corporation  is  located,  by  and  at  the  expense 
of  such  corporation,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  directed  by  said  commissioners,  and  in  the  annual 
report  of  said  commissioners. 

Sect.  27.  The  name  shall  be  one  not  previously  in 
use  by  any  existing  corporation  established  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  so  nearly  identical  there- 
with as  to  be  calculated  to  mislead,  and  shall  be  changed 
only  by  act  of  the  general  court.  The  words  ''trust 
company  "  shall  form  a  part  of  the  name. 


An  Act  relating  to   investments  of  safe  deposit, 
loan  and  trust  companies. 

[Chapter  342,  Acts  of  1889.] 

Section  1.  No  incorporated  safe  deposit,  loan  or 
trust  company,  shall  advance  money  or  credits  upon 
notes  secured  by  deed  of  trust  or  by  mortgage  upon 
farms  or  agricultural  or  unimproved  lands  situated  out- 
side of  this  Commonwealth,  except  said  lands  be  in  the 
New  England  states  or  the  state  of  New  York,  nor  invest 
in  or  make  loans  upon  the  bonds  or  other  securities  of 
any  company  negotiating  or  dealing  in  such  notes  so 
secured  or  in  such  mortgages.  Any  such  safe  deposit, 
loan  or  trust  company  which  now  has  any  of  its  funds  so 
invested  shall  dispose  of  said  investments  on  or  before 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine. 
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An  Act  to  amend  an  act  in  relation  to  safe  deposit, 
loan  and  trust  companies. 

[Chapter  315,  Acts  of  1890.] 

Section  1.  Every  safe  deposit,  loan  and  trust  com- 
pany subject,  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  is  hereby  authorized,  subject  to  the  limitations 
of  section  one  of  said  act  and  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  forty-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-nine,  to  advance  money  or  credits,  whether 
capital  or  general  deposits,  on  real  property  situated 
within  this  Commonwealth  and  on  personal  security,  on 
terms  that  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  also  to  invest  its 
money  or  credits,  whether  capital  or  general  deposits,  in 
the  stocks,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of 
corporations  ;  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  necessary 
for  the  execution  of  such  powers  are  hereby  granted : 
provided,  that  no  safe  deposit,  loan  or  trust  company 
whenever  incorporated  shall  as  agent,  buy,  sell  or  nego- 
tiate any  securities  or  evidences  of  debt  on  which  said 
company  may  not  lawfully  advance  money  or  credits,  nor 
as  such  agent  buy,  sell  or  negotiate  evidences  of  debt 
secured  exclusively  by  real  estate  under  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust. 

Sect.  2.  Any  incorporated  trust  company,  or  safe 
deposit  and  trust  compan}',  now  transacting  business  in 
this  Commonwealth  and  chartered  by  the  legislature  of 
this  Commonwealth  prior  to  the  passage  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun 
dred  and  eighty-eight,  may  by  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
stock  represented  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
legally  called  for  the  purpose  accept  and  adopt  as  a  part 
of  their  charters  all  the  provisions  of  any  one  section  or 
all  the  sections  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirteen 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight ; 
and  thereafter  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  restrictions  set 
forth  in  such  section  or  sections  as  may  be  thus  accepted 
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and  adopted  :  provided,  thai  a  certificate  signed  and  sworn 
to  by  the  clerk  of  such  trusl  company,  or  safe  deposit  and 
trust  company,  Betting  forth  the  fact  of  such  acceptance 
and  adoption  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  with  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
sayings  banks  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  special 
meet  inn-. 

Sect.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


Ax    Act    I\    RELATION    TO    ENFORCING    THE     LIABILITY    OF 
SHAREHOLDERS    IN    TRUST    COMPANIES. 

[Chapter  327,  Acta  of  1892.] 

Section  1.  Anytrusl  company  whose  shareholders  are 
liable  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  section  fourteen  of  chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  whose  capital  stock 
shall  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
savings  banks  have  become  impaired  by  losses  or  other- 
wise, shall,  within  three  months  after  receiving  notice 
from  said  board,  pay  the  deficiency  in  the  capital  stock 
by  assessment  upon  the 'shareholders,  pro  rata,  for  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  held  by  each.  If  any  such 
company  shall  fail  to  pay  up  such  deficiency  in  its  capital 
stock  for  three  months  after  receiving  notice  from  said 
board  of  commissioners  of  savings  banks,  said  board  may 
apply  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  an 
injunction  against  it,  as  provided  in  section  six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  :  provided, 
that  if  any  shareholder  or  shareholders  of  such  company 
shall  neglect  or  refuse,  after  three  months'  notice,  to  pay 
the  assessment  as  provided  in  this  section,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to  cause  a  sufficient  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  of  such  shareholder  or  shareholders 
to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  after  thirty  days'  notice  shall 
be  given  by  posting  such  notice  of  sale  in  the  office  of  the 
company  and  by  publishing  such  notice  in  a  newspaper  of 
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the  city  or  town  in  which  the  company  is  located  or  in  a 
newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,  to  make  good  the 
deficiency ;  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  returned  to 
such  delinquent  shareholder  or  shareholders. 

Sect.  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
take  away  the  right  of  creditors  to  enforce  the  liability  of 
shareholders  in  such  corporations,  as  provided  by  sec- 
tion fourteen  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  or  to 
increase  the  general  liability  of  such  shareholders. 

Sect.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
